COLBY 1S DECIDED, 


The Fire-Proofing of the City Mall 
Should Be Corrected. 


| If all the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements are like Sewer Commissioner 
Colby the Empire Fire-Proofing Co. will 
have to tear out every arch and tile which 
is not up to specifications, both as to ma- 


terial and workmanship. 

Mr. Colby said: I do not favor any com- 
promise. e only way to do justice to 
other contractors who bid on the work is 
to insist on the work being according to 
specifications from start to finish. It is 
a bad precedent to accept such work, even if 
a deduction is made: If the specifications 
call for one-inch webb nothing less should 
be accepted, and if the arches call for 
eleven pieces they should contain them. It 
is estimated that a saving of $5,000 would be 
effected on the whole work, and if the 
other bidders contemplated being allowed 
this latitude they could have bid lower. 

“In the sewer department every pipe is 
measured before it is even unloaded. If 
not up to specifications they are rejected on 
the spot. The tiles used in this fire-proofing 
job should never have been allowed to be 
dumped on the grounds. That is Mann's 
fault, but while it may appear to be an in- 
justice to allow them to go on all this time 
and then make them ¢ear down, they knew 
my A were violating the contract, and legal- 
ly the city has a right to insist on the work 
being done over again.

At the meeting of Local Stone Cutters’
